estate board. 


BOARD OF APPEALS. 


In effect the provisions of the bill 


are for the establishment of a, board 
of appeals for the consideration of 
special cases which arise In every 
city. 
In speaking of the reasons for the 


bill an expert on zoning said: 


"Like all exceptional 
situations, 


those arising In the 
planning of 


buildings com* 
unexpectedly. No 


words can be comprehensive enough 
to embrace them all. Some of them 
arise where lots are of odd sizes and 
shapes. Sometimes a, new 
building 


Is the completion of a unit, part of 
which was built before the zoning 
ordinance, and adaptation Is neces- 
sary. Sometimes great 
unnecessary 


expense can be avoided In the de- 
sign of a, business building, and yet 
It can be adapted to the spirit ol 
the law. 


MANY EXCEPTIONS. 


"Sometimes publlo garages should 


be prevented near schools and hospi- 
tals even when located In districts 
which otherwise would permit them, 
Sometimes it Is necessary that 
a 


store or factory and non-conform- 
ing store or factory should bo en- 
larged and Irremediable loss would 
be caused to the owners if they were 
compelled to move elsewhere. Many 
such situations are dangerous to a 
zoning plan. If there Is no board of 
appeals. 
•The State Enabling Act should 


b« amended so that 
Chicago and 


other municipalities can create such 
boards of appeals. These boards act 
like safety valves to a zoning sys- 
tem. If there is no safety valve, the 
zoning law Is too unchangeable and 


hide-bound to 
conform 
resionablr, 


to exceptional cases.

springtime, 


beautiful luscious red strawberries 
coma upon our tables when the store 
of fresh and canned fruits Is about 
exhausted and just when we most ap- 
preciate fresh fruit. 


Strawberries should find a place In 


practically every home garden where 
a space 12 by 12 feet In size can be 
provided. 


Strawberries can be grown on any 


good, well-drained land, but require 
plenty of fertility in the soil. The 
time of setting the plants will depend 
upon locality and varies from early 
spring in the extreme north to early 
fall in parts of the south. Several 
sts les of planting and cultivating are 
used, but the matted row system Is 
most common. 


By this system the rows are spaced 


about three feet apart for the small 
garden and the plants set 18 Inches 
apart In the rows, the planting being: 
done rather early so there will be a 
free growth of new plants to form a 
matted row about a foot in -width. In 
case the plants become too thick they 
are 
thinned to stand four to six 


inches apart. 


WATER REQUIRED. 


During the summer the straw- 


berry plants should 
be given fre- 


quent but rather shallow cultivation 
and the runners trained so that the 
newly formed plants will be evenly 
distributed. In case 
of 
excessive 


drought, or In regions where irriga- 
tion must be depended upon, water 
Should be applied as required to keep 
the plants alive and growing In the 
late fall or early winter a mulch of 
straw 
or pine needles should be 


worked 
In among the strawberry 


plants and In regions where the win- 


ters are severe this covering itrould 
be heavy enough to protect the plants 
especially against alternate freezing 
and thawing. In the spring the 
plants can be worked up through the 
covering and the mulch left to keep 
the berries clean. 


There are a great many varieties of 


strawberries, gome of which are par- 
ticularly adapted to growing In the 
home garden. By planting early, 
medium and late varieties, the season 
for ripe fruit can be greatly length- 
ened. During comparatively recent 
years there has been developed a 
class of fall bearing, or rather spring 
and fall bearing, varieties. 
Superb 


and Progressive are among the lead- 
ing varieties for fall bearing. 


SPRING AND FALL. 


The proper method Is to set the 


plants in the spring and keep all 
blossoms 
pinched off 
during 
the 


spring blooming period 
Th» plants 


will then produce a fall crop and an- 
other crop the following spring after 
which they should be discarded. 


Klondike Is the most universally 


grown of the single crop varieties in 
the south. 
Premier, 
Early Jersey, 


Ozark, Dunlap, Marshall, Chesapeake 
and Gandy are among the leading 
single crop sorts for the north cen- 
tral and northern states. 


Strawberry 
blossoms are of two 


kinds, 
the one having 
what 
are 


termed 
"perfect" 
blossoms which 


have both the male and female parts 
of the flower, and the other called 
"Imperfect" and having the female 
part of the flower only. Where the 
entire planting Is of the Imperfect 
sorts little or no fruit would result. 
The varieties named above are all of 
the "perfect" type and can bs planted 
alone.

by no means the majority 
of 
the 


schools, a warm lunch is provided at 
noon *nd this has been found to be 
a great help to both teacher and pu- 
pil. 


Sometimes the water question Is a 


serious one, as the wells'provided do 
not always furnish the best of water. 


The examinations In 
these rural 


schools will continue for some time.
